The team, under Ian McLean as captain, has won the 
first outright Little Big Four championship for Ridley since 
1952. This has been our longest period without the champ- 
ionship since the league evolved. During this drought, 
however, we were tie-champions in 1953, 1958 and 1960. 

After a slow start, with defeats by Nichols at Buffalo 
(6-27) and Appleby at Ridley (21-25), the team found them- 
selves and rapidly improved. 


They defeated S.A.C. (39-3), T.C.S. (63-0) and on October 
29, their recent nemesis U.C.C. (45-6), to win the champion- 
ship. 

Our congratulations go out to Ian McLean and to all 
members of the team. We especially offer our congratula- 
tions to the coach, Bob Stanley, who had to suffer through 
many of the losing seasons, and to his new assistant coach, 
Brian Armstrong. 


INTRODUCTION 


Dear Reader: 


This form of address was frequently used in juvenile 
tales prior to the first Great War. At the risk of appearing 
to be artificially camp, we use it here because it is fitting. 

Although this note will be signed, we use the editorial 
‘“‘we”’ as such has been our custom since the Ridley Tiger 
first appeared in October, 1950. The first issue contained 
an introduction by George Marks, then the president of the 
Ridley College Old Boys’ Association. The format, contents 
and arrangement were inspired by George and by Harry 
(‘“‘Red’’) Foster. The introduction said, in part, that the 
purpose of Tiger would be to maintain ‘‘a closer and more 
continuing contact between the Old Boys themselves and 
between the Old Boys and the School’’, 

With this issue, a new group of readers is being added. 
These are the parents, past and present, of Ridiey boys and 
‘friends of Ridley’. To you all, we offer the following 
explanation, in case it should be necessary: as the Tiger 
heretofore has been written entirely with Old Boys in mind, 
it has been our custom to refer to members of the staff by 
their Christian names; e.g. Ted Pilgrim, etc., for the head 
master. This practice will be continued, and we hope that 
no one will think that such familiarity is condoned between 
boys and masters — at Ridley it is always ‘‘Mr.” and “‘Sir’’. 

All Old Boys should have received by now a two-page 
letter from Cro Taylor, the president of the R.C.O.B.A., 
which explains the alteration that has occurred in the finan- 
cial relationship between the association and the school. 
The association no longer collects Old Boy fees, Annual or 
Life, and its bank balance and bond reserves have been 
handed over to the School, Hence, we ask that NO FURTHER 
CHEQUES, for any purpose whatsoever, BE MADE OUT 
TO THE ORDER OF THE RIDLEY COLLEGE OLD BOYS’ 
ASSOCIATION. Ali payments should be made out to the 
order of Ridley College, be they for the Foundation Fund, 
for ties, for crests, for anything. We repeat, the association 
no longer has a bank account. 

The afore-mentioned circumstance, of a crassly com- 
mercial nature, must not be taken to suggest that there will 
be any diminution in the spirit, strength or influence of the 
Old Boys’ Association. In fact, the opposite is the intention 
of the latter’s president and executive committee. Sam 
Heaman (33-39) has been living at Ridley since September. 
He has taken up his duties as secretary of the Foundation 
Fund and public relations officer in connection with all 
fund raising at Ridley with an enthusiasm and knowledge, 
the greatness of which has to be seen to be recognized to 
the full. He also has made his mark as Secretary of the 
R.C.O.B.A. In fact, at the time of writing, he has embarked 
on a project for the bringing together of all Old Boys in the 
Kitchener - Galt - Guelph area, and, a super job, he has 
related each and every one of the over 4,300 living, ‘‘known’’ 
and ‘‘lost’? Old Boys to the class of leaving Ridley with 
which they should be associated. He’s with it. 

We offer no excuse for concluding in the first person. 
It has been a wonderful 47 years to-date at Ridley, and I 
have loved every (except for some that are by now in limbo) 
minute of it. Thank you.

ONTARIO SCHOLARSHIPS 


It is a pleasure for me to contribute a few lines to this, 
the first new enlarged Tiger. At the same time I say fare- 
well to the old Tiger, the brainchild of Harry ‘‘Red’’ Foster, 
and the product of many hours of hard work and devotion 
through the good offices of Terry Cronyn. 


Tiger has done much to keep Ridley’s Old Boy family 
knit together. In its new form, it will continue to do as much 
and more, in that its larger and more ambitious format will 
permit greater coverage of more things, and its enlarged 
mailing list will carry it further. We at the School are 
very happy to welcome Tiger (Mark II). 


At Ridley, we have just completed a very busy term. 
The obvious highlights of the past four months include the 
outstanding success of the Upper School and Lower School 
ist football teams. Fourteen years was a rather lengthy 
period to wait for a clear Little Big Four Championship, 
but it was certainly very well earned. 


Also the unbeaten record and outstanding success of the 
Lower School Team are something of which we can all be 
very proud. 

The most notable addition to our physical plant is in 
the Donald Matthews Library — the two Birks Reading 
Rooms, These were the gift of Mr. Arthur Birks of Ottawa 
and his son, Edwin (OR), in memory of the late Mrs. 
Birks. The fiction library, the reference library and the 
music library now are separated from the main library room. 
More study carrels have been placed in the latter. 


Never in Ridley’s history have so many boys used the 
library for profit and pleasure. I know that all Ridleians 
join with me also in thanking Mrs. Matthews and her sons 
for their continuing interest and generous support. 

The Old Boys’ Weekend was, from the point of view of 
the school, extremely successful. We were very happy to 
welcome former Ridleians, their wives, families and friends 
to the school, to the chapel service and to the other functions 
of the weekend including the exciting football match with 
Trinity College School. 

Academically, I am able to report on a term of generally 
satisfactory effort. We were gratified to learn in August that 
last year’s senior boys collected five Ontario Scholarships. 

In September, we welcomed many new boys and a 
number of new staff members. Working together with ‘“‘those 
returning’ they have contributed much to the classrooms 
as well as to the general life of the school. While some 
boys may be disappointed by the marks they received at 
Christmas, I feel sure that most boys were genuinely pleased 
with their results. 

As you know, the Foundation Fund of Ridley College 
has sent you two letters during the Michaelmas term. The 
results of these appeals have been quite encouraging, par- 
ticularly as we know that about three hundred of you are 
still contributing generously to the 75th Anniversary Fund, 
and may have a year or two to go before you complete your 
pledges to the fund, (Some of you will be interested to 
learn that some of the 75th Anniversary contributors have 
decided to continue on their pledges for years to come.) 

I cannot emphasize enough how important both of these 
funds are to the school — : ee 
the Anniversary Fund, in 
that all the funds pledged to 
date already have been ear- 
marked for various capital 
and scholarship expenditures 
and the Foundation Fund, 
because it is from this fund 
that we hope to look after 
certain present and future 
expenditures, scholarships 
and bursaries and many 
other requirements which 
will arise, You will all be 
made aware of these last 
requirements when they are needed. 

In conclusion, may I say that I hope this new Tiger 
will meet with your approval. I welcome the parents who 
have now been added to the mailing list and please remember 
that you are always welcome at the school, whether at official 
functions or on more casual occasions. 

















FOUNDATION FUND NEWS 


Receipts for the Foundation Fund are coming in slowly. 
The Fund is Ridley’s ANNUAL giving campaign that pro- 
vides the School with its only source of unrestricted funds. 
We are a long way from reaching our current target of 
$20,000.00 and the Fund year ends on 30th June, 

All Old Boys will have received a letter from Cro Taylor 
outlining the changes that have taken place in the Old Boys’ 
Association. 

Put simply, it has been decided to do away with Old 
Boys’ fees in favour of supporting the Foundation Fund. 
Last year 783 Old Boys paid their annual fees. This year 
your only obligation as Old Boys is to make an annual 
contribution to the Foundation Fund.

Sam Heaman’s appointment is by now widely known. 

He attended the Lower School (’33-’35) where he won the 
VilIlth Form General Proficiency Prize, and the Upper 
School (735-39). In the latter he won Cap’s Cup for the 
Gymnasium Championship, was a member of the Prefect 
Body, played on the 2nd football and cricket teams and 
was prominent in R.C.D.S. productions and in the Cadet 
Corps. Subsequently, he attended McGill. 


In 1940 Sam was commissioned a lieutenant in the Black 
Watch, with whom he went overseas later. In 1942 he vol- 
unteered for the First Special Service Force, a joint Canadian 
and American paratroop and commando unit. He was 
wounded twice and was awarded the U.S. Silver Star. In 
late 1944 he returned to Canada as a Captain and was posted 
to the General Staff in Ottawa. He retired in 1945 and 
returned to McGill from whence he graduated in 1946. 


He joined with his brother, John (’24-’29) to form the 
Heaman Paint Company in London, Ontario. This venture 
was successful and the company produces quality industrial 
paints for a wide variety of manufacturing firms in Canada. 
While in London, he joined the militia and was commanding 
3 R.C.R. in 1959 when H.R.H. Prince Philip presented new 
colours to 1 and 3 R.C.R. during the visit of the Queen 
and himself to the city. Three years later Sam moved to 
Oakville with the paint company from which he retired 
in 1965. Thereupon he continued an earlier association with 
St. John Ambulance by whom he was made a Serving 


Brother in the Order of St. John by the Governor General 
In 1966.

Imagination and Communication 
Are Keys to Present Day 
Study of English 


_ The English teacher may look enviously at his colleague 
in modern languages, with his exciting language lab or his 
fellow teacher in maths or science, with the challenge of new 
maths and space age technology and ask himself what he, 
as an English teacher, is doing in the way of innovation and 
challenge. 


I think it is easy for him to forget that he deals with 
two of the most vital forces for a boy’s development — the 
human imagination and the ability to communicate, be it in 
a written or oral form. If the English teacher realizes his 
responsibility to these forces he has nothing to fear in the 
challenge of contemporary education. 


The human imagination is basically stimulated in our 
English classes as the student responds to the demands of 
the literature course. At Ridley we have tried to impose a 
thematic pattern on the study of literature so that the student 
may respond to a series of works with a similar theme. 


For example, in 6B (Grade 12) all the novels are related 
to the hero and his God so that problems of faith and practice 
become meaningful to the boys in terms of imaginative 
literature, 


In this same grade, a unit of Canadian literature exposes 
the boys to our own country’s heritage and contribution to 
the world of letters. By a careful time-table arrangement, 
each boy has been given his choice of one course from 
Canadian poetry, humour and short story — a practice 
similar to the university elective system. 


Theatre trips — five have occurred so far this year; 
6B trips to Stratford and to the Studio Arena Theatre in 
Buffalo, a 4th form trip to see ‘Oliver’? and 6A trips to 
Niagara Falls, N.Y. and York University, Toronto, to 
view plays on the 6A curriculum. This programme of visit- 
ing the plays studied in the classroom helps to develop the 
students’ critical faculties and imaginative response to the 
special magic of the theatre. 


Reading is perhaps the greatest stimulus for the de- 
velopment of the imaginative faculty, and Ridley is fortunate 
that its library has expanded so splendidly in the past few 
years to further an interest in reading among the boys. With 
the assignment of literary essays and an increase in general 
reading for pleasure, the library has become one of the 
busiest spots in the school. 


Mr. Mackey of the English department is chairman of 
the library committee whose job it is to establish policy 
regarding the use and development of the library facilities. 
Each English class spends one period a week in the library 
browsing, reading or looking up material for essays. As the 
Grade 13 courses move toward a greater emphasis on 
studying ‘‘in depth’’ the library will increase in importance. 

To supplement our ‘‘in depth” studies in the Grade 13 
course in English this year we have brought three speakers 
to present talks to the boys on various aspects of the course. 
Mr. John Smallbridge of the University of Western Ontario 
spoke on ‘‘Hamlet’”? in November; for Conrad’s ‘Heart of 
Darkness” Mr, Austin Fox of the Nichols School, Buffalo 
lectured to the boys in December and then Mrs. Charles 
Pyper, friend of G. B. Shaw and noted theatrical director 
at B.S.S., talked on “St. Joan’? in January, Through these 
talks the students learn to appreciate contrasting approaches 
to literary material and differing styles of presentation; 
hopefully the adjustment to the university lecture method is 
made easier for them as well. 


“The medium is the message” may only be a McLuhan 
cliche, but it does indicate the importance of the communica- 
tions media in our times. By a varied writing programme,

Ridley boys have the opportunity of communicating mean- 
ingfully and forcefully. In addition, the two publications 
‘Acta Ridleiana’’, for which Mr. Clarkson of the English 
department is faculty adviser, and ‘“‘Introspectus’’, the school 
newspaper with which I am connected, give many students 
experience in writing factual or imaginative assignments. 
Word study is being given greater emphasis than ever before, 
as students spend one period a week in a concentrated effort 
to improve the level of their vocabulary. It is hoped that 
this study will pay dividends in future years with higher 
scores on the verbal section of College Board tests. 


In public speaking contests, run by Mr. Cooke of the 
English department, verbal prowess and expression are 
strengthened. Mr, Cooke is also the master in charge of 
debating, another activity which stresses the importance of 
communication. The school plays, which I direct, provide 
still another opportunity for developing the means of effec- 
tive communication. 


The responsibility to develop within the Ridley boy an 
imaginative spirit and the mastery of language so that he 
may effectively express his ideas is a heavy one for the 
English department. With the excellent support of Mr. 
Morgan and his Lower School staff in English, we in the 
Upper School department, must continue to strive for these 
high objectives, mindful of Browning’s words: 


Ah, but a man’s reach should exceed his grasp 
Or what’s a heaven for?”
